reliable than any previous description. 


The enclosure itselfis a platform contain- 


ing thiity-six acres, on which staud Mos- 
ques aud other buildings, while minarets, 
trees and fountains diversify the sceua.— 
The most beautiful of the building? ia the 
Mosque of Omar, with its graceful dome, 
beneath which, rising some five feet above 
tbo marble floor, is tho remarkable rock, 
sixty feet long by fifty-five foot broad, whicli 
is supposed to mark the sito of the Holy 
of Holies in the Jewish temple. It is no 
doubt a portion of the original surface of 
the hall. 
But the most important of Dr. 


Barclay's observations relate to tho super- 
structures under tho south east corner of 
the enclosure. 
Centuries since, as far back 


probably as when the Jewish temple was 
built, the area of iMount ;Mori»h was enlar- 
ged by running up on its southeastern tide 
a^higli wall from the valley of Jehosapbat. 
To secure the needed level by filling up the 
space would havu required an immense 
quantity of earlh. 
Instead of taking (big 


course the superstructure above was sup- 
ported by lofty pillars, between which, run. 
niug from east to west and from north to 
south are galleries, some of which are more 
than three hundied feet long. 
Of these Dr. 


Barclay has givon lull and accurate meas- 
urements. 


It has been long supposed that a quarry 


exists beneath the northeast quarter cf Je- 
rusalem. 
Hitherto ail attempts todiacover 


an entrance have failed. About a couple 
of years since a dog, attracted by the smell 
of some animal, scratched open a hole be- 
neath the wall just outside of tho Damas- 
cusgnte, which proved to be the long-soughn 
entrance. 
Dr. Barclay and his party, with 


some difficulty, 
succeeded 
in crawling 


through, and soon came loan immense cave, 
upwards of three thousand feet in cireura- 
feranee, the vaulted roof of which is sup- 
ported by great numbers of rude natural 
pillars. 


Here it was, too doubt, lhat the lings 


stones which formed tho temple wall were 
quarried. 
Being dressed on tbe spot, as 


the heaps of chipping* whicli lie about 
show, the temple might be easily built, as 
tho account in the Scriptures states that it 
was, with no noise of hammer, axe or auj 
tool of iron. 


Oilier subterranean passages are known 


o exist, some of which are described'in Dr. 
Barclay's book, but several remain yet to 


explored.
